Sir: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  as  Inspector  of  Legal 
Offices  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1964. 

In  the  past  year  the  extension  to  the  court  house  at  Ottawa  and  the  new 
court  house  at  Whitby  were  officially  opened.  In  addition  the  new  court  house 
in  Kitchener  will  be  completed  this  year,  as  well  as  the  renovations  in  Kingston 
and  Pembroke.  The  court  house  in  Metropolitan  Toronto  will  be  completed 
in  the  summer  of  1966.  Work  will  commence  on  the  new  addition  in  Brace- 
bridge  within  the  next  few  months  and  plans  have  been  approved  for  a  new 
building  at  Brampton.  The  magistrate’s  building  at  Barrie  was  officially 
opened  late  last  year.  Despite  the  above  activity,  however,  there  are  still 
several  areas  in  the  Province  where  accommodation  could  be  improved. 

Magistrate  F.  W.  Bartrem,  Q.C.,  was  appointed  Chief  Magistrate  for  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  Senior  Magistrate  for  Municipality  of  Metropolitan 
Toronto  on  September  1st,  1964,  but  his  tenure  of  office  was  cut  short  by  his 
untimely  passing  on. September  18th.  On  November  1st  Mr.  A.  0.  Klein,  Q.C., 
was  appointed  to  this  position.  As  Chief  Magistrate  he  has  supervisory  powers 
over  arranging  the  sittings  of  magistrates  and  assigning  magistrates  as  circum¬ 
stances  require,  having  regard  to  the  volume  of  judicial  work  in  the  various 
areas.  In  1964  new  salary  categories  were  approved  for  the  sheriffs  and  local 
registrars  group  and  their  staffs.  New  categories  were  also  approved  for  the 
magistrates  and  Crown  attorneys.  The  County  Court  Clerks’  Procedure 
Manual,  through  the  work  of  a  very  enthusiastic  committee,  will  be  completed 
this  year  and  preliminary  work  has  also  begun  on  the  Sheriffs’  Manual.  The 
Courtroom  Procedure  Manual,  due  primarily  to  the  excellent  work  of  Mr. 
Gordon  F.  Beddis,  was  completed  and  distributed  to  all  judges  and  court 
officials.  The  use  of  the  Stenomask  has  been  further  extended  and  considera¬ 
tion  is  being  given  to  central  registration  of  conditional  sales  and  chattel 
mortgages. 
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We  regret  the  untimely  passing  of  a  number  of  our  officials  during  the  past 
year,  Sheriffs  L.  R.  Robson  and  D.  M.  Bruce,  Crown  Attorneys  C.  C.  Middiebro’, 
Q.C.,  and  D.  E.  W.  Tisdale,  Q.C.,  and  Registrars tof  Deeds  I.  T.  Strachan,  Q.C., 
and  B.  St.  Pierre.  In  addition  the  magistrates’  bench  lost,  through  retirement, 
Magistrates  T.  S.  Elmore,  Q.C.,  A.  R.  M.  O’Connor,  Q.C.,  R.  I.  Moore,  Q.C., 
and  A.  F.  Cook.  The  county  court  bench  was  saddened  by  the  passing  of  Their 
Honours  G.  E.  Elliott,  J.  D.  McCallum  and  J.  A.  S.  Plouffe.  Moreover, 
Judges  W.  T.  Robb,  F.  Fingland  and  F.  W.  Wilson  retired  during  the  past  year. 
All  rendered  excellent  service  to  the  Province  over  many  years. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Rundle,  Solicitor,  joined  our  staff  on  November  2nd,  1964. 
He  will  be  primarily  concerned  with  the  division  courts  in  the  Province  and  will 
assist  in  other  phases  of  the  work  of  the  office  under  Mr.  R.  E.  Priddle,  Assistant 
Inspector  of  Legal  Offices. 

Under  the  new  reorganization  in  the  Department  the  audits  of  the  outside 
judicial  offices  were  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  K.  H.  Parfitt,  Comptroller  and 
Chief  Accountant.  Most  of  the  outside  offices  were  audited  during  the  current 
year  and  the  revenue  from  magistrates’  fines  and  fees  showed  a  marked  increase 
over  the  previous  year.  Land  Transfer  Tax  showed  over  a  15%  increase  from 
last  year  and  the  revenue  from  other  sources  remained  high.
